j The cattle plogue in southern Michi. 
J gan and northern Indiana is on the in- 
crease, according to reports made to 
I Secretary of Agriculture David Hous- 
1 ton, who was in Chicago Monday. Dr. 
John Mohler, first assistant chief of 
the bureau of animal industry, told 
Secretary Houston that nineteen ad- 
ditional herds of stock had been placed 
under quarantine during the last twen- 
ty-four hours. This makes a total of 
168 herds now under guard by fifty-one 
inspectors from the bureau of animal 
industry. 

Secretary Houston expressed the 
belief the •' hoof and mouth" disease 
in the Indiana and Michigan districts. 
however, would soon be under control. 
*'We are doing everything possible 
to stamp out this cattle plogue," said 
the secretary. "Under the direction 
of my assistants the infected cattle are 
being killed and buried as rapidly as 
possible. Our men are meeting with 
little difficulty in arranging satisfact-. 
ory appraisals for the condemned cattle 
The owners of the infected stock do 
not sustain a total loss. The depart- 
ment of agriculture pays half of the 
appraised value of the animals, while 
the state governments are paying the 
other half. 

'•We are following the only known 
means of stamping out this plague," 

The slaughter of cattle for the South 
Bend meat market has been checked by 
the state authorities -working In St. 
Joseph county in an effort to stamp out 
the foot and mouth disease which is 
spreading across the northern section 
of the state. An order was issued by 
Dr. Nelson, state veterinarian, to the 
effect that no farmer: will be allowed 
to furnish South Bend with fresh meat 
Monday night the situation with re- 
spect to the spread of the foot and 
mouth disease ampng the cattle In La 
porte and St. Joseph counties was de- 
scribed by Dr. Atherton, government 
official in charge of the work in Indiana 
as "encouraging". 

Two additional herds were placed un- 
der quarantine Monday. These were 
m St Joseph county. To date twenty- 
four herds have been killed by the gov- 
ernment and state officials, the apprais- 
ed loss of these cattle, hogs and sheep 
amounting to $21,457. according to the 
report of Dr. Nelson, state veterinarian 
to Gov. Ralston. 

Gov. Dunne following a conference 
Monday with the state boatrl of live 
stock commissioners, issued a quaran- 
tine against counties in Indiana and 
Michigan in which foot and mouth dis. 
ease exists among cattle. 

Gae Refrigeration. 
At a recent meeting of the Natural 
Gas association It was announced that 
complete gaa refrigeration outfits 
would soon replace the Ice chest IQ 
the near future. It woa predicted by 
the committee, the now machines will 
become one of the most economical 
appliances that can be installed. The 
method of operation Is eimple. When 
It Is necessary to keep the cooler or 
refrigerator cold, as tho gas jets In 
the beater are lighted these Jets Im- 
plnge upon a tank In which Ib placed 
ammonia In a liquid form. This am- 
monla bolla and vaporizes, the vapor 
being conducted through tho refrig- 
erator by means of colls, forming 
the cooling agont upon the samo prin- 
ciple that the great Ice machines In 
breweries and other enterprlaee work. 
Tho (immonla is used over and over 
again indefinitely.

Harry Flood of Warrcnton 

finds Four Valuable Head 

Dead in Pasture 



STOMACHS TO BE OPENED 



He Thinks Animals Either Were Poisoned 

or Were Shot by Careless Hunters; 

Inclines lo Latter Belief 



Harry Flood, a well known .farmer 
living at Warrenton, is making an in- 
vestigation into the mysterious death 
of four head of valuable cattle. He 
valued them at §1,000. The cattle, 
three Jersey cows and a steer, were 
found dead in the pasture Tuesday af- 
ternoon by one of thw Flood children. 
Mrs. Flood in discussing the matter 
said she was of the opinion an investi- 
gation would prove the cattle either had 
been shot by hunters or had been poison 
ed. The Waukegan police have been 
asKed to mike an investigation. 

The three Jersey cows were valued 
at between $l-*5 and $150 each. They 
were of an exceptionally fine strain 
and Mr. Flond had refused many off'erg 
to sell them. 

The steer was a freak. It was born 
last summer minus a tail and with a 
large lump on his back. This lump 
caused it to look for all the world like 
a camel and many people had inquired 
whether or not it was the case. Officials 
of the Lincoln Park zoo in Chicago had 
seen the freak and had ofTered $500 for 
him, but Mr. Flood held him for a high- 
er figure. However, he had about 
made up his mind to made a comprom- 
ise with the zoo people and dispose of 
the animal. 

The Floods have a large herd of valu- 
able cows and their pasture is so large 
that they do not see all of their herd 
every day. \8 the little Flood girl 
was returning home through the past 
ure she saw the four head of cattle 
lying dead. She notified her parents 
and an Investigation was started. 

The first thought that entered Mr. 
Flood. s mind was that some contagious 
disease, anthrax, had entered his herd. 
He at once called up Dr. Smith a veter- 
inarian and laid the facta before him. 
From the description Dr. Smith was 
convinced the cows had not died of 
anthrax. Mr. Flood said the rest of 
the herd looked healthy. 

Mrs. Flood said that the stomachs of 
the cattle are to be opened to find 
whether or not there is ony trace of 
poison there. If there should be Dr. 
Smith of Waukegan will be called to 
complete the examination. Likewise 
the hiSes are to be removed from the 
cattle to determine whether or not they 
were shot. 

Only last Sunday a cow was shot by 
careless hunters just west of Gurnee 
and only a few days days ago a horse 
was shot at Wadsworth. 

Dr. Smith when questioned said he 
had not seen the dead cows and there- 
fore could make no positive statements. 
He said, however, that it was barely 
possible the cows had died of acute in- 
digestion. He said there was little 
water in the pasture where they were 
kept and possibly they might have eat- 
en the dry grass and then became ill of 
indigestion. 

Turtle of Great Age. 
A huge turtle weighing 1,175 pounds 
was brought to San Diego, Cat, the 
other day by Capt. J. Zollozzl of the 
Italian fishing launch Belvedere. Tho 
turtle, said by waterfront men to be 
tho largest Bpcclmen ever caught In 
Lower California waters, is nine feet 
In circumference, aiid seven feet from 
the tip ot ite nose to the ond of Its 
short tall. The front filppera are four 
feet In length and almost a foot wide, 
tapering grndutilly until at the end 
they iirp about nve Inches wide. The 
Jawa are a aolld mass ot teeth, over 
200 be^ng located In' the upper Jaw. 
They range from ono-half to a quarter 
of an Inch In length. The Bhotl li 
ribbed and In spots pllahlo, vhlch leads 
many llshermen to believe the turtle 
1b nearly two hundred years old.

War Offices of Berlin and Parii Give 
Out Contradictory Report! — British 
Warships Continue Bombardment of 
Oatend— Fighting In the Neighbor- 
hood of Lille In No Way Dimin- 
ished — Russians Claim Victories. 

London, Oct. 26.— The nllleB' line of 
defenKo In tho battle of Flanders has 
been broken by tho GermanB ndvanc- 
ing toward the couet, and a largo force 
of the invudern has effected a crossing 
of the Yser canal between Xleuport 
and Dlxmudc, directly enat of Dunkirk. 

Tho force la believed to be part of 
the 400,000 troops rushed to the front 
by the Gorninna from the garrisoned 
positions at tho rear of the aghtlng 
line. They are reimrted to havo ar- 
rived just in time to turn tho retreat 
which the Freuch war ofUce claimed 
Into a victory. Both tho French and 
German official statements tell of the 
advance of the Germans across the 
Yser and describe tho battle which 
preceded It as a furious one. 

As to the nghtins hi the vicinity of 
LiUo and Yprea, the war ofllces are not 
In corresponding accord, tho Germans 
claiming to havo advanced slowly 
after heavy nghtlng. while tho French 
say tho attacks south and west of Lille 
wore repulsed. 

Contradictory reports are also re- 
ceived of tho fighting in the Argonne 
forest, where admittedly a great battle

_ Offaotting this advantage gained by

About Lille the battle continued

Fearful slaughter of tho Germans In 
tho Argonno region during last week 
was recorded In a letter from a French 
ofllccr published at Paris. Tho letter 
reads: 

"Ono Infantry regiment and a bat- 
talion of chaesours "^'as strongly In- 
trenched with the mission of holding 
an important strategic highway. At 
midday four German columns, num- 
bering 15,000 men, stormed 'the 
trenches with tho bnyonoL 

"Their total losses were placed at 
a minimum of 10,000." 

Copenhagen. Oct. 25. — A German of- 
flclal statement, wired from Dorlin. 
declares that the French havo re- 
treated at several points oQ'tho bat- 
tle line. 

Another Berlin dispatch 6a>-fl that 
after violent flghtlng tho Germans 
have entirely occupied the northern 
canal system, reaching from Arleux, 
6G miles south-southeast of Banal, for 
49 kilometers in tho direction of the 
Riven Olao. The canal Is unused and 
is dry. The Germans havo changed 
It Into a fortified position, which la 
occupied by strong forces. The canal 
has been the object of the latest 
lighting, as It Is a highly Important 
position In this part of the battle- 
field. 

The battle of Lille Is considered 
In Berlin to bo absolutely decisive as 
to tho development of the definite re- 
sult of the entire campaign on tho 
western frontier. 

Allies' Attack Falls. 
Berlin, via The Hague, Oct. 24. — The 
alliee' vigorous attack on the German 
lines before Lille has failed. The

Germans Extend Jheir Base. 

Tho Germans, heavily re-enforced 
by fresh land troops and by a naval 
brigade of 10,000 men. have extended 
their ba^e from Ostend to Maria- 
kerko and Middle kerke, halfway be- 
tween Ostend and NIeuport, and from 
these positions are shelling tho Bel- 
gian lino, which extends from NMeu- 
port south along tho River Yser, a 
distance of 18 miles, with their left 
flank resting on tho coast. 

It la Bcmlofficlally reported In Pe- 
trograd that tho number of Gorman 
troops sent to tho eastern and west- 
ern theaters of the war since tho mid- 
dle of September is 1,000,000. 

Tho Belgians aro being aided by 
tho French land forces, the British 
warships on the sea and tho British 
monitors and small gunboats In the 
canals and rivers. 

When not directing tho fire of their 
huge 17-Inch guns against the Belgian 
position, tho Germans aro replying to 
the cannonading of the British dread- 
naughts, which added their strength 
to tho British fleet. 

Russ Announce Victory. 

Petrograd, Oct. 2G.— Minister of War 
Soukhomllnoff In a statement sums 
up tho situation In tho following lan- 
guage:

SENEGALESE CAVALRYMEN TAKING REFRESHMENTS

Bombardment of Ostend by the Brit- 
ish voasols, which are no longer re- 
quired to aid tho left Hank of the Bel- 
gian line resting on the coast, was be- 
gun In earnest. Their target was the 
Gorman batterlos about Ostend. but 
one of six shells which fell short of tho 
range struck tho Hotel Majestic, where 
the German staff was dining, accord- 
ing to a dispatch to tho Amsterdam 
Telegraaf. Several other buUdinga 
were damaged. 

Hecapturo of Ostend by the Allies la 
imminent, as tho advance column of 
Belgians, relieved of tho pressure 
against It by the chango of tho Ger- 
man front In the direction of Dixmudo, 
1b reported to have made remarkablo 
progroBB. It is now ready to strike at 
the remaining German forces at Os- 
tend In the rear while the British ships 
are bombarding from tlie sea. 

Contrary to previous published re- 
ports, Itoulers is declared at'lll to bo in 
the haiids of tho Germans.

The development at Belfort coming 
close upon auccesflful operations at 
Verdun and the holding of St Mihiel 
against tremendous odds Is believed 
here to presage the final breaking of 
tho republic's lino of defenses. 

French gunners destroyed three 
German batteries In an artillery en- 
gagement of hugs proportions north 
of the Alsne, according to a state- 
ment issued In Paris. 

Ferocity Unparalleled- 

The battle to the north, portlcular- 
ly between La Bassee and the sea.

The ambassador suggested that 
as Canada Is sending soldiers to Eu- 
rope to fight against Germany, tho 
United States should not consider It 
in. any sense as Infringement on tho 
Monroe doctrine If Germany should 
send an armed force on Canadian soil. 

$1,750,000,000 Coit of War to Germany. 
Rotterdam, Oct 2G. — Tho average 
cost of keeping a soldier In the field 
ifl seven marks (|1.67) a day, accord- 
ing to Professor Wolff, tho famous 
German economist So, ho says, tho 
cost of tho army to Germany during 
tho three months of war has boon 
three ond a half mlllard of marks. To 
thiB umat be added an equal sum for 
lOBS of trade Income, making the cost 
of the war to Germany so far £350,- 
000,000 (11.750,000,000). Professor 
Wolff places tho total cost of the war 
to Austria so far at £300,000,000 (Jl,-

28. — Tho Germans are bombarding 
Neuport. After forcing a crossing of 
tlio Ysor in great force between Dix- 
mudo and NIeuport, tho main body 
pressing back the main Belgian line 
about six miles south of tho latter 
city, tho Invaders' advance was halted 
when tho bending allied lino stiffened, 
held and mot the attack with a furi- 
ous counter-assault 

But tho Germans wero able to bring 
up their heavy aloge guns, and about 
noon a violent fusillade waa directed 
from tho Gorman batteries on tho Bel- 
gian positions on the outskirts of 
NMeuport Scores of shells burst over 
and In tho seaport city, and tho din, 
which rose even above tho roar of tho 
general battle being fought along the 
Yser, was frightful. 

FrlRhttuI destruction of- life was re- 
corded In tho history-making battle of 
Flanders. 

While the Germans have driven for- 
ward at ono point In Belgium, the al- 
lies have forced an advance at an- 
other, until the onco Jagged lino now 
shows great bends and sharl) angles. 
A decision In this conflict Is as far dis- 
tant as when tho Germans occupied 
Ostend ten days ago. 

For a time at least Dunkirk and 
Calais, the objectives of the Germans, 
appear to be aafe. 

Wordj from the front to Berlin by 
wireless says that Verdun Is doomed 
and Its fall Is expected by the Ger- 
man besiegers. Thft announcement 
that capture of tho fortress Is Immi- 
nent is believed hero to mean that 
tho great guns are now playing on 
the main defenses and that Verdun Is 
to meet the fate of Liege, Namur, 
Maubeuge and Antwerp. 

That tho Germans are now prepar- 
ing to give deadly battle to the Brit- 
ish and French ships of Admiral 
Hood's notllla. which have lent such 
valiant asslstanco to tho allied land 
forces between NIeuport and Ostond. 
was Indicated by the report that two 
of the .42.cenllmeter {17-Inch) how- 
itzers and ten .2S-centlmeter (10- 
Inch) siege guns had arrived at 
Bniges and had been posted on pre- 
viously prepared bases between Zee* 
brugge and Hoysl, a seaside resort 
nine miles north of Bruges. 

From here the long-range guns will 
be ablcto reoch the British warships, 
whicli, according to report, are bom- 
barding the German batteries located 
In the sand dunes near Ostend. 

Bruges, Ghent and Roulers already 
are full of German wounded and more 
trains and road vehicles, both horse 
and motor, are blocking the ways be- 
tween these towns and the battle 
front with their cargoes of Invalids. 

The villages of Moorslcdo, Foelca- 
pclle. WeBtrooaehoke and Stadon have 
been laid waste by shells and fire. 

In this section, counterbalancing 
tlie advance of nine miles made by 
the Germans near the coast, the allies 
bent tho German lino back nt Uoulers 
and Menln by a sharp wcdgo move- 
ment, but tho allies were unable to 
hold Roulers because of the fury of t 
tho German artlllor>' fire and were 1 
forced out the fourth evacuation of 
the city In tho flghtlng of the past I 
week.

Fresh Army Helps Belgians. 
London. Oct. 23. — Re-enforceraenta 
of French Infanto' have come to the 
support of the Belgians as well as sev- 
eral batteries of heavy howitzers, 
says a dispatch from Belgium to the 
Telegraph. Until these guna came 
for use along tho Yser the Belgian ar 
tlllery had been outranged by Gorman 
guns.

Antwerp. — Antwerp gradually Ib re- 
turning to normal condltlonB. About 
150,000 of tho city's .'150,000 Inhabl- 
tanta, moat of whom Hod when tho 
Germans occupied It, have returned 
to their homcB. 

Some bakeries, moat shops and 
grocery storea aro opening In tho 
poorer section of tho city, and a few 
Old women with dog, carta arc offer- 
ing apples and vegctabloa In tho onco 
busy marketB. The Gorman fiag files 
from tho tower of tho cathodrol of 
Notre Dame, but Belgian priests are 
reading mass as usual. 

Tho streots virtually are deserted 
except for the gray German automo- 
biles which dash along at mad speed 
carrying ofllcors clad In smoke gray 
uniforms. 

No War Tax Levied, 

No tribute has been levied on tho 
city as yet except that the Gormana 
hare demanded supplies for their 
army. General von Huchno Is gov- 
ernor general of tho military govern- 
ment. MaJ. Gen. von Bodcnhausen, 
commander of tho fortress of Ant- 
werp, win be Installed shortly aa 
civil governor. 

General von Huohne has given as- 
surance that Belgians will not be 
forced to dig Intrcnchments or do 
other work for the Germans If they 
return to the Belgian cities. Every 
consideration Is being shown tho Bol- 
glnna by the Invader*, but this kind- 
ness makes tho Belgians suflplclous, 
as they believe, they say, that a trap 
Is bolng laid. 

Thousands of Natives Return. 

Over twelve thousand Belgians re- 
turned to Antwerp, and probably half 
that number from Holland. All of 
tho Holland border towns aro filled 
with frantic Belgians, who move about 
anxiously seeking relatives and are 
ufrald to return to their native land. 
Tho country about Antwerp Is deso- 
late. 

It is estimated that about three 
hundred buildings were destroyed In 
Antwerp by bombs, most of theso 
Btructurea being rosldcnces. The Hotel 
do I'Europe and the Tavemo Uoyale 
on La. Place Vorto were among 25 
large buildings destroyed by fire 
caused by bombs. 

La Mler and other leading bualness 
streets aro untouched, but all tho 
large business houses are still closed, 
despite the efforts of the Germans to 
restore normal conditions. 

Argentine Consul Killed. 

About sixty persons wero killed dur- 
ing the bombardment of the city. 

Thcophilo Lemalre, Argentine con- 
sul at Antwerp, was tho most promi- 
nent victim. Ho was killed In tho 
collar of his home by a bomb which 
camo through the roof and Moors and 
struck him. ; 

Consul Dl4derich and the Ameiican 
vice-consul, Harry Sherman, both nar- 
rowly escaped death during the bom- 
bardment They lived on the south 
side of the city, where tho shelling 
occurred. The operators of a Zeppelin 
dirigible balloon dropped a bomb with- 
in 200 feet of Mr. Sherman's homo, 
and thu house adjoining Mr. Dlcder- 
Ich's residence was completely 
wrecked by a bomb.

Now Seek Verdun Forti. 

Tho reports that tho Germans wore 
making an assault In force on Toul 
and Nancy aro erroneous.

These are 
Troyon, Oonecourt 1*b Parochcs, 
Camp do nomalns, Llonville, Glron- 
tIIIo and Jury-BOUB-lca-Colea. The 
first to fall waa St Mlhlel. and Rev- 
eral of tho others are reported In dif- 
ficulties. In addition, tho bombard- 
ment of Verdun contlnucB. and some 
of tho outer works have already biJon 
reduced. 

Aviator Escapea Death. 

While passing through Vorvlnay I 
wltneBsod a daring piece of work by 
a French aviator. Under cover of a^ 
fog he had awoopcd down on the 
German trenches and had located a 
number of them before he was dlB- 
covercd. Although tho German artU- 
ler)' fairly rained shrapnel around hla 
fleeing plane ho mounted almost 
Btraight up and finally escaped to his 
own lines. 

I was able to spend on entire day 
In the German trenches which have 
been conBtrucled to prevent the ^ 
French armies with headauarterH at 
Toul and Nancy attempting a fianklnR 
attack. In ono of the trenches the sol- 
diers had organized a singing Boclety. 
The whole scene was wonderfully pic- . 
turepque. A thick fog hid tho French 
trenches SOO yards away. The ghost- 
like figures of tho groenlBh gray-clad 
figures In the trenches were strangely 
sllhouotled in tho mist Occasionally 
Iho thunder of the guns would punctu- 
ate the choruses. Tho singing waa 
remarkable, as many of the soldiers 
hod trained voices. Some stood at at- 
tention. Others had their hands tight- 
ly clsBped In the attitude of prayer. 
They sang, "It's the Day of tho Lord" 
and "My Vatorland; Beloved Vater- 
land," chlefiy. \ 



Check March In Poland. 
Petrograd, Oct 28.— To, tho west of 
the Vistula and to the north of the 
Plllcn river, the Germans have been 
forced back on Lowlcz, Sklomlowlco 
and Radom, which haye been captured 
at the bayonet point by the RusBlans. 
The German and Austrian Invasion 
of Poland has been definitely chocked. 
It is ofllclally announced here. Tho 
Germans aro using the Austrlans to 
cover their retreat They have been 
driven back 60 mllos from tho Vistula. 
In Galtcla tho Austrlans have failed 
in thoir attempt to turn tho Russian 
loft flank.

FOES' HIDDEN IN TRENCHES 

FIGHT DAY AND NIGHT

St, Mlhlel, France.— Fighting day 
and night from dcop trenches whose 
wonderfully effective entanglements 
of barbed wire, steel sharp-pointed 
rods and sharp-pointed stakes almost 
touch, tho thousands of men compris- 
ing tho German left and the French 
opposing wing seldom see each other. 

Probably never before has there 
been staged a battle so theatrically 
sot as Is the present. Tho line of 
battle runs wavprshaped for miles 
through douse foresis, over and around 
high hills, and across deep valleys 
traversed with faat-runnlng streama 
of water. 

Tho French atubbornly contest evofy 
attempt of the Germans to advance. 
Linos of trenches are extended a 
foot at a time. Tho thousands on 
each side dig themselves In like field 
moles. Thoy cover tholr everj" move- 
ment Even the guns are hidden and 
their location cannot be ascertained 
by the opposing forces, as their 
Bmokoloas powder leaves no trace. 
Visible to Aviators. 

And In the open country tho 
tronchea are so constructed as to be 
Invisible to an aviator unless he flies 
very low. When ho docs fly low he 
seldom returns to report But there 
aro always volunteers on both sides to 
attempt It »They go out and most of 
them are killed. A few are captured 
alive and they aro treated with the 
consideration their daring demands. 

Tho Gormans have occupied St 
Mihiel and aro holding It and tho ter- 
ritory adjoining, although thoy are 
bUU subjected to a heavy artillery 
Are. Tho children, however, play 
about tho streets and the Inhabitants 
go about their duties in an uncou-

Dunkirk.— 1 am writing this dis- 
patch to the sound of heavy rifle firing 
In the stroetB of this town. A German 
Taube just now was flying above ua 
and receiving Us customary salute of 
bullets. It Anally disappeared In the 
direction of Ostend without doing or 
receiving any damage. 

This Is the second aerlnl call tho 
Germans havo paid Dunkirk today. 
About nine o'clock this morning & 
Taube hovered over the town for a 
considerable period. The aviator paid 
dearly for hla temerity, for hla ma- 
chine was badly damaged by shot and 
he was forced to descend outside tho 
town, only to find himself and tho ma- 
chine Immediately captured. 

The Taube has been led In triumph 
through the streets of the town. 
Naval Guns Repulee Germans. 

It now appears certain that tho Ger- 
mans have been shelled out of their 
pOBltlons at Ostend. Small parties, 
however, wore reported to be In tho 
town Itself this morning. 

The bombardment by the Hrltlsh 
and French naval guns of the Ger- 
man right wing resulted In clearing the 
coast from NIeuport to Ostend of the 
enemy for a distance of several miles. 

In tho Interior the Germans aro re- 
ported to be demoralized and the re- 
ply of their artillery for once Is sadly 
ineffectual. 

Splendid work has been done here 
by tho British Tied Cross detachment, 
which formerly waa at Ghent In 
charge of Dr. Hector Munroe. 

German Dead Cover Field. 

A member of the ataff has told me 
that the fields In the neighborhood of 
Furness and DIxmude wero choked 
with German. dead. So desperate has 
the flghtlng been that tho Germans 
loft in a hurry without o thought of 
burying their dead or asalstlng their 
wounded. 

While ho was In Dixmudo a'Gorman 
Bholl struck the house In which were 
resting ,27 Belgians and not one of 
thom escaped death.

BELGIANS FIGHTING OVER BODIES OF THEIR DEAD 




Representative Says Positively an Ex- 
tra Session Will Be Called In No- 
vember — Cotton Committee Named 
to Investigate Needs of Growers. 

Wnahington, Oct 27. — Congress ad- 
journed on Saturday for tho session 
by unanimous consent after having 
be»jn In seaslon slnco April 7, IDlIt. 
Unless reconvened In extraordinary 
session by Prealdonl Wilson to take 
caro of some emergency it will not 
reconvene until December 7. 

Adjournment was accomplished 
through the passage of a concurrent 
resolution ending tho session at four 
o'clock In the afternoon, but clocks 
woro turned ahead, actual adjourn 
mcnt occurring at 3:22 and the senate 
at 3:27". 

No legislation looking to the relief 
of the cotton growers was enacted 
by congress before the adjournment. 
Tho southern senators and members, 
holding congress in sbaslon by a nil- 
buster to got tills relief, abandoned 
hope of the legislation when It was 
certain that neither ^cnato or house 
could muster a quorum. They aban- 
doned dilatory tactics, but voted 
against the adjournment. 

RopreBentative Heury, leader of tho 
cotton men In the house, announced 
that ho had posttlvo Information that 
congrcHS would bo rcconvoned In ex- 
traordinary session about the middle 
of November by President Wilson. 
Tho cotton relief legislation would 
then bo brought forward. 

Tho house authorized a special com- 
mittco to study tho needs of the cot* 
ton situation and report to congress 
by December IG. Its members are 
Representatives Mann, Austin and 
I-angely, Republicans; Henry, Lever, 
Hellln and Rell, Democrats. 

Tho breaking of the cotton filibuster 
and ugrcement to abandon the at- 
tempt to prevent the final adjourn- 
ment was reached by the cotton roi»- 
rcscntatlves at a conference. 

RepresentatlvG Henry announced 
that he had consented to tho adjourn- 
ment with tho understanding that so 
soon as congress shall assemble, 
whether for the regular session or In 
extraordinary session in November, 
tho cotton relief legislation shall be 
brought up first of all ns unfinished 
business with a vote pending on Us 
passage. He said he believed the 
passage of the legislation would bo 
necessary then as now. 



Conference Held In Washington Makes 

Progress Toward Readjusting 

Foreign Obligations. 

Washington, Oct. 20. — Financial 
forces of tho government, the wis- 
dom of some of the most prominent 
mon In tho American bunking world 
and the friendly counsel of represent- 
atives of Great Britain were turued 
toward a Bolutlon of tho problem of 
a radjustment of the foreign ex- 
change market to meet conditions 
which have arisen ns a conseaueuco 
of tho European war. 

For more than three hours the fed- 
eral reserve board. Sir George Palsh 
and Hasll B. Blackett. representing 
the English treasury, and some of tho 
best known bankers In New York dis* 
cussed the situation In all its aspects 

According to those present there 
was not a note of pessimlani heard 
to mar the harmony of tho conference, 
and there was cyfivy reason to be- 
lieve tonight that all the problems, 
which loomed so large on the llnanclat 
liorlzon a few months ago will bo 
solved without great dllhcuHy. 

Here are the salient points dis- 
cussed In the conference and the re- 
sults anticipated: 

American bankers stand ready to 
pay their obligations to England In 
cash. The $100,000,000 gold pool al- 
ready formed and $80,000,000 raised 
by a New York syndicate to meet 
New York City's obligations probably 
will BUdlco to satisfy England. Pay- 
ment of this total may not be neces- 
sary. 

The New York and London stock 
exchange will not be opened possibly 
before the beginning of 1915. A con- 
ference between committees of tho 
ference between committees of the 
two exchanges will consider reopen- 
ing beforehand. 

The federal reserve board will 
hasten consideration of the proposed 
cotton loan fund plan, designed in 
part to give bottom to the cotton 
market, 

Thp cotton exchanges In New York, 
New Orleans and Liverpool will be 
opened as soon as po.sslblo.

The Tuberculin Test 

and Dairy Question 

An Exclamation of the Existing Situ- 
ation in This State 



A Inilietin has hfon iHsued by tho CIiicMKo Tn- 
berculo.sis Iiifititiite, uiiilordutw of Octolx.*r 15, headed, 
"TheCow Qiu-HtioM," "Shall Illinois Stand AloueT" 
'*Thfi Ttilwrculin Test for Cuttle GiveH Children a 
Square Deal." 

Then proueedH: 

•*The Chicago TuberculosiH InHtitute, HUpported 
t>y the unanimouH opinion of all Hcientilic bodieH who 
have Btudied the queBtion, and by tho decifliouB of tho 
four Supreme Courts, that tho tuberculin test is u re- 
liable, safe and reiiHonnblo safe-guard, Htands squarely 
for the repeal of tho Shurtleff law and for the enact- 
ment of u law restoring to municipalities the right of 
aelf-dofense against milk from diseased cattle." 

And it ends: 

*'The campaign is on, and tho first move must bo 
the repeal of Houso Bill No. 5B of tho Forty-sovenih 
Oeuend Assembly, 1911, commonly known as THE 
SHUUTLEFP LAW, uud thur* restore to the people 
of this state tho right to local government in the pro- 
tection of their families u^ninst tuberculosis."' 

This campaign started on October 15, lUl-i, fol- 
lowing Governor Dunne's proclamation quarantining 
the state of Illinois against tho shipment of cattio, 
which went into effect on January 1, lUU, aud tho 
order of the United States govemmeut, through' the 
Bureau of Animal Industry of the Agricultural De- 
partment, prohibiting tho shipment of dairy cattle iuto 
five couutioa of lUiuois— Cook, Lake, McHenry, Kane 
and Dupage— which became effective October 1, 1914, 
and grew out of the results of the investigating com- 
mittee appointed by the Illinois legislature to iavosti- 
gate the subject of the tuberculin test, the methods of 
procuring pure milk, etc., and wliich made a report to 
the legislaeure at its session in January, 1911. That 
report found and recommended, with references to the 
Chicago ordinauces, ou pa^e 71: "This committee 
would recommend that a law be passed by the state of 
Illiuois preventing and prohibiting any municipality 
in the state of Illinois from establishing or demanding 
the tuberculin testinjf of cjittlo us a means of protect- 
ing the milk supply." 

And in order to get such a recommendation throu 
the legislatbro and to settle tho whole situation, the 
committee further recommended, page JJ9of its printed 
report: "And this committee would further recom- 
mend that all dairy and breeding cattle shipped iuto 
the state of Illinois from foreign states and countries 
outside of the slate of IlUnois be required to bear with 
tht'ui upon entrance into the state of Illinois certificates 
that they were free from all contagious aud iufectiuua 
diseases, including the disease of turbeculosis." 

This report was signr-d by every member of the 
committee^ as lollows: Edward D. Shurtleff, chair- 
man: J. \V. Allihou, M. D., C. S. Hearn, Alexander 
Lane, M. D., S. C Peinhertnn, A. J. Olson, Frank W. 
Shepherd, Guy L. Bush, John C. McKou/.ie and Thos. 
Tippit. 

In pursuauce of this report two bdis were intro- 
duced iu the lower house nt Springfield by Frank \V. 
Shepherd, member of the committee, and houKM mem- 
ber from Elgin, Kane county, House Bill Xo. 5.5, as 
follows: 

"Thot it shall bo unlawful for any city, village, 
incorporated town, county or other corporate authority 
in the state of Illnois, by ordinance, rule or regula- 
tion other than may be established by the law of this 
state, to demand, fix, establish or require tho tubercu- 
lin test to, be applied to dairy animals OS a means or 
measure of regulating and purifying milk, skimuied 
milk, cream and dairy products of said animals, iu any 
manner whatever, and every such ordinance, rule, by- 
law or regulation heretofore or hereafter passed, de- 
manded, fixed, established or required by any such 
city, village, incorporated towu, county or other cor- 
porate authority other than the state of Illinois is 
hereby declared to be void and of no effect." 

Further, House Bill No. 5-10 was iutrodcced to 
carry out the other recommendation as to shipping 
dairy and breeding cattle into the state of Illinois, and 
it is required that they should come with a certificate 
of health ftom the state from which they were shipped, 
showing that the animals wore free and clear of all 
other diseases, including tuberculosis, but did uot re- 
quire tht; tuberculin test. 

Both bills were presented to tho legislature by the 
investigating committee. Mr. Shertlfff drafted the 
bills, as chairman of the committee, iu consultation 
with Mr, Shepherd and tho other members of the com- 
mittee; and they wore Iwth introduced in the lower 
house by Frank W. Shepherd. House Bill 55 and 510 
both passed tho lower house in 1911. House Bill 5-10 
was wanted in Illinois all over tho stote, outside of the 
dairy district. House Bill 55 was a special bill and 



only wanted by the dairy district. House Bill 55 
passed the house first, aud only passed the house upon 
tho pledged word of its friends that Houso Bill 510 
would also later pass the house, or bo presented for a 
roll call. It later was presented to the house and 
passeed by 120 votes. House Bill 55 had only re- 
ceived 79 votes. These two bills went to the senate, 
where the Rame course whs pursued, and House Bill 55 
finally passed the senate upon the pledged word of its 
fiponsers that Flouso Bill 510 should also be presented 
to the senate and passed as a companion meaauro. 
Thus House Bill 55, which killed the Chicago ordiu- 
anccs, passed both housee of the legislature and Iw* 
came a law, upon tho pledged word of the membors 
from the dairy district that House Bill iilO should also 
Iw passed as a companion bill; but after the passage 
of House Bill 55 in the senate, tho other bill (the price 
paid for it), House Bill 540, was killed in cammitteo in 
the senate ut a meeting called ten minutes Ijeforo tho 
regular advertised time, with only three members pros- 
ent, and never was permitted to come to the floor of 
the senate to have a rote. In other words, the people 
of Illiuois were tricked and defeated in the passage of 
tho measure for which there was a public domaud all 
over the state, and tlie bill was passed that was only 
especially deraaudwl in tho dairy district. 

Thus tho fight has t>een kept up and maintained 
and the dairy district agitated, aud it has brought 
down upon its own head two (|uftrautines, one from 
Springfield and one from Washington, and now, the 
movement is ou in tho ^tato to repeal House Bill 55. 
Horse Bill 55 must not be repealed. That means the 
tuberculin testiugof all the dairy hsards in the district, 
which House Bill 55 protects and has protected. 

Nothing will protect the dairy hoards iu Illiuois 
from turborculin testing by the city of Chicago excopt 
a legislativi; act, such as House Bill 55, because it has 
l)een held in the case of John Quincy Adams vs. The 
City of Milwaukee, U4 Wis. 371, ailirmed by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, that an ordinance of 
wcity, requiring the tuberculin test for dairy cattle as 
an index of pure milk, is a responsible ordinance. The 
same rule hiis been laid down in State vs. Nelson, 66 
Minn. 1C6, and in New Orleans vs. Charouleau, 121 La. 
890. 

The question is, whether House Bill 55 shall be 
repealed? I must not be repealed. It is not tho time 
for tho dairy district to fight tho goTernment quaran- 
tine, but it is tho time for the dairy district to fulfill its 
pledges to the state of Illinois, aud have a law iu Illi- 
nois, thesame as in Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota aud 
thirty-five other states in the union, as to the shipment 
of dairy cattle in and out of the state. Whether it is a 
good law or a bad law as to sliipmeutfi iuto the state 
makes no diffnreuce. It can be lived under, and must 
be in conformity with tho other states of tho union and 
with tho United States government.

Deep Water-way $20,000,000 Bond 
Issue, Busted Bubble 



The .Supreme Court of the United States, in June 
of this year, finally decided the ua.se of State of Illinois 
vs. the Ef.'onumy Lii,'ht and Power Company, and the 
water power rights in the Despliiines river at Dresden 
Heights, and held that the Desplaines river was not a 
navigable stream, and that the water power rights at 
Dresden Heights in the De.splaines river belonged to 
the Economy Light and Power Company. 

The expenditure of 520.000.000 to dig a deep 
water-way down tho Desplaines river, as proposed by 
Governor Deueeu during the last four jears of his ad- 
ministration, wouW have resulted in spending $20,000,- 
000 to build up a great water power plant for the in- 
terest of private corporations. 

E. D. Shurtleff, as a meml)er o'f the house from 
this district, bitterly opposed this plan, and an attempt 
was made to drive him out of politics on account of 
his position on the dsep water-way question. 

Engineers have lately figured upon the entire 
proposition, and the Chicago Herald, under date of 
Friday, Oct. 16, 19H, among other things said: 

Plan No. ^I, suhmitted by a numlM.'r of expert eu- 
giueers, is tho one tho administration will adyance in 
the legislature this coining winter. At an estimated 
cost of .?.'J,075,000 it would supply the missing link bo- 
tweeu deep water at Joliet and seveu foot jleop iu the 
Illiuois river below LaSalle, and would furnish a lakes- 
to-gulf artery of a minimum soveu-foot depth." 

This means that the water of tho sauitury district 
channel will be divertetl from the Desphunes river- to 
the old Illiuois and Michigan canal, which tho state of 
Illuois uow owns; and at an expenditure of about S3,- 
000,000 will dig a clmuuel which will make a water- 
way for all practical purposes, connecting Chicago 
with the Illinois and Mississippi rivers, and will devel- 
opo all of tho wator power possible to be developed by 
tho water in the Chicago sanitary district chauuel.

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LONG before tho clean, green 
shores of Rangoon become vis- 
ible to the navigator on the Irrar 
waddy, there appears above the 
highest point of tho horlcon a 
shaft of gold set in a coronet of gems 
that throws a rainbow shimmer across 
tho splendid blue of tho Asiatic sky. 
As you draw near the flne old city the 
jewelctf diadem slowly rises and takes 
deflnlto outline, and presently you be- 
hold tho great golden dome of the 
Sway Dragon pagoda, which is the 
"Glory ol Burma" and the Mecca of tho 
BuddhlBt world. 

From every viewpoint tho radiant 
temple dominates tho cUy, imposing 
pnd glorious— one of tho finest sights 
of the world In Its birbarlc splendor 
of color and form. U Is tho oldest 
dhnne In Burma, tho one moat fre- 
quently visited of all places of worship 
cast of India, and It contains actual 
relics ot Gautama Buddha which havo 
fot centuries attracted pilgrims from 
every part ol Asia, even from ih« re- 
tnolo corners ef almost inaccessiblo 
Tibet. At flraJt you, being aa Occi- 
dental traveler, accustomed to the 
toweling ardhltectural triumphs of 
the West, wonder Idly at the compel- 
ling attractiveness of the aaciont ed- 
inco that Incites so much speculatlvo 
reflection; then you gradually become 
aware of ti distinctively personal In- 
terest In tho golden monitor that 
;;reets ycu so invitingly wherever you 
turn in your wanderings about tho 
beautiful old town. Finally It takes 
possession of your fancy, moro than 
any other thing that yoa havo traveled 
30 very far to see; more than the old 
torts tho ancient shrines, the lovely 
gardens and the brilliant, llght-humored 
native life — more ttiaa anything In all 
picturesque Burma. 

Stone Dragons Guard Approach. 
The principal approach to the tem- 
ple city — for It Is literally a city of 
shrines clustered about the central 
pogoda — is guarded by two enormous 
blue stone dragons behind which riso 
stairs In long series, covered with

At closa Intervals along tho well- 
nigh int^^rmlnablo steps are fragrant 
little, booths containing all the opu- 
lent flowers of the country, Incense 
sjtlcks and tiny packets of gold leaf, 
presided over by bright looking Bur- 
mese girls who offer their wares with 
charming modesty. Yon need not buy 
If you feel disinclined, but tho chancea 
are that you will gladly invest a tew 
cents in a thin packet ot gold leaf 
which will bo used, later on, to over- 
lay some liny weather flaw In the 
great golden dome of tho pagoda 
which Is never permitted to suffer Im- 
pairment for lack ot attention (for 
your little purchase is intended for a 
votive offering). It takes a great deal 
of gold to keep the dome in perfect re- 
pair, for It Is 1.360 feet In circumfer- 
ence and 370 feet high, and it is cov- 
ered from baso to summit with pure 
gold leaf. ' Tho Jeweled diadem that 
crowns this raar\'elou8 temple is val- 
4icd nt $250,000. and was a gift of the 
common peoplo of Burma; and the 
gold leaf reserve fund In tho temple 
treasury was contributed by pilgrim 
worshipera, many of whom are so 
wretchedly poor all their lives that 
they have never known the luxury of 
a full meal, yet their poverty pinched 
hands are rarely empty within the tem- 
ple precincts. 

At length you find yourself at tho 
base of the central pagoda, surrounded 
by a multiplicity of small shrines ex- 
quisite in detail, hut fantastic In con- 
ception, yet with a sort of appealing 
grotesqueness that causes your heart 
to beat faster, as If It brought you to 
the verge of an- understanding of the 
strange spiritual fervor which it rep- 
resents. In a vast court open to the 
brilliant Asiatic sunshine those con- 
fusingly numerous shrines display a 
great variety of Buddhas, some recUn- 
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ported at regular inten-als by great 
stone pillars. The stone steps have 
been worn very uneven by the count- 
less feet that have gone up and down 
for more than seven hundred worship- 
ful years. Seats are ranged along the 
spacious landings for the comfort of 
the old and decrepit worshipers who 
And the long climb dIfllcuU. and above 
those scats are numerous very old but 
finely preserved carvings and frescoes 
of .fanciful design and beautiful work- 
manship. 

As you toll upward you meet and 
pass mon and women of all races, 
Bome of whom are so jemote from you 
in speech and customs and hablta of 
thought that It would be difllcult. It 
not imposslblo, to And tho key of a 
common understanding between you. 
Only one word can unlock the deep 
antipodean silence and place you for 
an instant on a plane of comprehen- 
alon with those strange primitive be- 
ings whoso existence holds nothing 
that can bridge the vast gulf that sep- 
arates civilization ond medievalism, 
and that word, "Buddha," which brings 
light to every Buddhist face. You hes- 
itate to speak experimentally because 
it has mysteriously become sacred to 
you in that vast assembly of worship- 
ers to whom It moans all they know ot 
holiness and mercy and hopo. So you 
pass on in awed silence, watching the 
human stream with an Interest intensi- 
fied by tho strangeness of the place 
and by the evidences of tho common 
spiritual need, that drew the hetero- 
geneous throng from the far ends of 
the universe. 

That curious horde la well worth 
watching. There are old, old mon tot- 
tering feebly from step to step, equally 
old woraou of many races; handsome 
young girls with blithe morning faces; 
little radiant children in humn^lng bird 
attlro; Btblld, harsh-featured Mongo- 
lians from ■Western Clrlna, Tibotanaln 



Ing luxuriously among Jeweled lotus 
flowers, some bowed in profound med- 
itation, but all ot them serene and 
peaceful in feature In spite of th Ir 
profusion of paint and gilding. Among 
the offerings plied about the shrines 
are many old and worthless objects 
such as paper umbrellas, fans, toys, 
faded flowers and brass trinkets, but 
there are also some pretty trifles ot 
personal adornmenL At the feet ot a 
smiling seated Buddha is a coll of blue 
black Imlr covered with the dust, of a 
long pilgrimage, perhaps, bestowed by 
a very poor young girl who had noth- 
ing else to give."' 

Within the larger shrines many dev-^ 
oteea kneel In prayer at all hours of 
the day, each with a flower clasped 
against his bowed forehead. The very 
young girls pray together in a beauti- 
ful pavilion hung with banners and 
silk draperies and many bright things 
aymhoilcal of buoyant girlhood. There 
is even a gay little American flag, 
hung there by some facetious tourist, 
probably, and accepted in a bettor 
spirit by the simple-minded votaries 
who never turn anyone away, of what- 
ever creed or race;
